A TEMPEST has arisen among the 

Jesuits in Boston over the matter 
of the salvation of Protestants. Four 
Catholic professors of [ Jesuit} Boston 
College were fired last April 14 be- 
cause they accused the President, Jesu- 
it Father William J. Keleher, of teach- 
ing the following ‘heresies’: 


**(1), That there may be salvation out- 
side the Catholic Church; 


*(2) That a man may be saved with- 
out admitting the Roman Catholic 
Church to be Supreme among all 
churches;

ears the most amazingly out- 

spoken account of the persecution 
of Protestants in Spain appeared in 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch of last 
Feb. 23, in an article from Paris by 
Homer Bigart, noted European news- 
paper correspondent, and published 
also in the N. Y. Herald Tribune. The 
article opens as follows: 


“Under the Falangist Government, the 
Spanish Protestant is a second-class 
citizen. He cannot hold an official posi- 
tion in the Government, nor can he rise 
to officer’s rank in the Army unless he 
conceals his religious beliefs. He is not 
allowed to practice his faith in public. 
The chapel he attends must not display 
any exterior evidence that it is a place 
of worship. It cannot advertise its ex- 
istence, not even with a bulletin board. 
It cannot be listed in the public direc- 
tories.” 


In support of these startling facts, 
the author quotes from the pronounce- 
ments of the highest Roman Catholic 
authorities in Spain, such as Cardinal 
Pedro Segura y Saenz, Archbishop of 
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Seville, and the Archbishop of Zara 
goza. He quotes several incidents, 
similar to one last summer, “when 18 
Protestants were arrested at Medina 
del Campo, near Valladolid, on 
charges of holding a clandestine pray. 
er meeting. They were jailed and fined 
1,000 to 2,000 pesetas (equivalent to 
2 months pay for the average Spanish 


worker ).” 


The author also quotes the Rev. Cat 
los Aranjo, Evangelical minister in Ma 
drid as follows: 


“Marriage and baptism by Protestant 
clergymen has no legal recognition. It 
is a particular hardship to our workers, 
who, since they are not legally consid- 
ered married, are thus denied wage sup 
plements for their wives and children. 
Our dead are denied interment it 
church cemeteries and, because there 
are very few civil burial grounds, they 
must often be buried in the open field. 
Before the civil war, and even under 
the monarchy, we had our own schools. 
But after the triumph of Franco this 
was denied, and all schools were 
closed.”

Franco Becomes “Merciful” 


FRANCO SPAIN has decided to per- 
mit the descendants of Jews expelled 
from Spain in 1492 to return and be- 
come Spanish citizens. These were the 
‘Sephardic’ Jews, numbering about 
100,000, who were expelled from 
Spain by King Ferdinand and Queen 
Isabella when they refused to recant 
their faith. Some 50,000 others be- 
came Roman Catholics and remained 
in Spain. 

Most of those expelled settled in 
Greece and Egypt and became Turk- 
ish citizens, by an agreement which 
was renewed in 1936, but which has 
now expired. But Franco’s decree 
says, according to the N. Y. Times of 
last January 9, that ‘only those who 
have shown they are worthy of such 
mercy” will obtain Spanish citizen- 
ship.

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More Light On Church- 
State Struggle Under 


Communism 


S EXPECTED, Americans are be- 
ginning to get a better perspec- 
tive of the struggle between church 
and state in Catholic-Communist 
countries, now that the furor created 
by the Mindszenty case is dying down. 
To most Americans the occurrences 
at first appeared as just ruthless and 
wanton persecution of religion, and 
few stopped to consider the long 
background of history and the pe- 
culiar circumstances connected with it. 
Mr. Kingsley Martin, editor of the 
well-known New Statesman and Na- 
tion of London, after a recent visit to 
Hungary, put the situation into a sin- 
gle sentence as follows: 
“What Communism has done in 
predominantly Catholic countries, 
like Poland and Hungary, is to de- 
stroy the immense and unjustifiable 
wealth of the church, to distribute 
its great estates and begin the pro- 
cess (long ago completed in the 

Western World) of secularizing 

education and undermining, by a 

variety of means, the political in- 

fluence of the church.” 

This enlightening and pertinent 
guotation, and many other important 
facts, are called to the attention of 
American Protestants by Rev. Alexis 
Mathe, minister of the Reformed 
Church in Hungary and correspondent 
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of Religious News Service there, in j 
article in the Christian Century of 
March 23, entitled “Are Hungz 
Churches Persecuted ?” ‘ 

"In any case,’ writes this Hung 
rian Protestant minister, “even a si 
perficial analysis of Mr. Marting 
statement makes it clear why the V. 
can is so anxious to convince the oub 
side world that what has been hap 
pening in Hungary is a savage perse 
cution of religion by godless and i 
human Communism. Rome will never 
admit that the Communists are bri 
ing up to date a political order tha 
was almost hopelessly retarded. The 
fact is, of course, that in Hungary, 
especially,the Roman Catholic Church 
has been the very embodiment of the 
old feudalistic and capitalistic regime, 
And it committed the unpardonable 
blunder of casting in its lot witha 
bankrupt social order. Now it is pam 
ic-stricken.” 

Pastor Mathe also gives Protestant 
Americans a blunt explanation why 
Protestant leaders,like Lutheran Bish 
op Ordass and others, have also been 
‘persecuted’ by the Hungarian te 
gime. Reminding us that Hungary's 
two historic Protestant Churches, the 
Reformed and the Evangelical, were 
persecuted for centuries by the Haps 
burg dynasty and its collaborator, the 
Roman Catholic Church, he points to 
the “‘sad truth,” that “during the past 
eighty years these churches gradually 
succumbed to bribery in the form of 
state subsidies, landed estates and po 
litical privileges for their bishops (for 
instance, the right to sit as Lords 
Spiritual alongside Roman Catholi¢ 
prelates in the upper House of Parlé 
ament), and sundry other favors. 
That is why many of our Protestant 
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op Ordass and Reformed Bishop Lad- 
jslaus Ravasz, have followed the Ro- 
man Catholic lead in opposing the 

nt régime, which has stripped 
the churches of their lands and politi- 
cal influence and deprived them of 
their precious privileges.” 

Reformed Bishop Ravasz, in his 
farewell address to the assembly of 
his diocese, confessed his error as fol- 
lows: “The greatest error a church 
could commit would be to tie its fate 
to a discredited social order, instead 
of concentrating all its energies on 
preaching the Gospel and working in 
the fields of missions, religious educa- 
tion and charity.” 

Pastor Mathe also testifies that 
church life in Hungary “is a great 
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deal freer today than were the govern- 
ment subsidized churches under the 
old régime.” He gives us assurance 
that “as long as the churches recog- 
nize and accept Hungary’s new way 
of social and economic life and re- 
frain from meddling in politics, they 
are assured of the same kind of re- 
ligious liberty that the churches of 
the Protestant West enjoy.” 


American Protestants, of course, 
will require further proof of this, and 
time alone will tell. But if, in the 
meantime, either east or west of the 
Iron Curtain, all religious denomina- 
tions are assured full freedom of wor- 
ship and of propaganda—and pro- 
hibited only from meddling in politics 
—all but Roman Catholics will re- 
joice.

Maximos IV Saig, who paid his first 
visit to Pope Pius XII recently and 
was allowed the privilege of placing 
his right foot on the step of the Pope’s 
throne, to show that even the Church 
of Rome has to admit that the Patri- 
arch of Antioch holds at least second 
place to the Pope. 


Though not admitting the need for 
it, we would say that if any one has 
a claim to a superior position in the 
Christian Church, it would be the head 
of the church in Antioch or Jerusalem, 
not Rome. No scholar or archeologist 
has ever been able to prove that Peter 
was in Rome, but the Scriptures tell us 
he was in Antioch and Jerusalem.

Spellman And The Gravediggen 


(CARDINAL SPELLMAN, flanked 

by two other bishops and threg 
priests and a strong police escort, led 
more than 100 students for the priest 
hood from St. Joseph’s Seminag 
through a picket line at Calvary Cem 
etery in New York last March 2, to 
take the place of 240 (mostly Cathe 
lic) gravediggers who had been on 
strike for three weeks. As the Cardin 
al passed through the gates, the pick 
ets doffed their hats out of respec 
to him, while a group of strikers 
across the street watched in bitter st 


lence, according to the N. Y. Timer 
report. The strike was against Calvary 
Cemetery and the Gate of Heavea 
Cemetery in Hawthorne, N. Y., both 
owned and operated by the trustees 
of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, because of 
the demand of the strikers for a 4 
hour week with time-and-a-half fot 
Saturday, which the Cardinal and the 
trustees had refused.

Roman Catholics, the Cardinal charg- 
ed that the union was Communist- 
dominated. Yet, when the strikers met 


® together and took an anti-Communist 


oath and voted to request their Local 
to disafhliate from their parent union, 
the Cardinal merely commented, 
"They are getting repentance kind of 
late!’ The Cardinal still refused the 
strikers’ terms, and continued to lead 
the seminary students each day to the 
cemetery to dig the graves. John Shee- 
han, the union’s attorney and also a 
member of the executive board of the 
Association of Catholic Trade Union 
(ACTU), charged that the Cardinal’s 
whole objective was to break the 
union. 

The charge of “dictator” was hurl- 
ed at the Cardinal by the Catholic 
gtavediggers. When their wives 
pleaded with him on March 7, the 
Cardinal told them the men could 
have their jobs back “provided they 
returned as individuals rather than as 
members of a union.” We know what 
our men are fighting for—a decent 
wage for a five-day week,” they told 
the Cardinal. “Because of this knowl- 
edge and because of our Catholic 
faith, we are deeply grieved by the 
reckless and misguided charges of 
Communism hurled at our loved ones 
and at the leaders of the union.” 


The Cardinal won, and the grave- 
diggers returned to work on March 
12, on his terms. "I have determined,” 
he declared, according to the N. Y. 
Herald Tribune of that date, “to make 
my own decision based upon the dic- 
tates of my conscience before the 
highest and only indisputable law— 
the law of God.”

Hungary's Martyred 
Christians’

[This article should be of timely interest in view of all that has been published 
about the arrest and imprisonment of Cardinal Mindszenty of Hungary.} 


a have lived in Hungary 
since the fifteenth century. Kell- 
er, the German historian, objected 
strongly to the slanderous name Ana- 
baptist. In his book, Die Reformation, 
he stated that the name was an out- 
right verbal defamation which was 
invented and had been used by the 
adversaries of the new Christian Bap- 
tist Society in Hungary. 

Footprints of Baptists on Hun- 
gary'’s soil date back to the fifteenth 
century. In 1523, Kristof Shroeder 
was already preaching in the city of 
Eperjes; in 1540, Andras Fisher was 
declared a heretic by the Catholic 
Church and was burned at the stake 
in the village of Krasznaharka. In 
1548, laws were passed against the 
Baptists in the City of Posnoy, and 
in 1556, Peter Riedman was burned, 
Felix Mantz was drowned, and thou-

Hungary's martyred Baptists de 
clared their faith and their convictions 
with determination and without feat. 
They now wear the martyr’s crown, 


The time has come in this world 
conflagration to clarify and crystalize 
our basic human rights in the field of 
religion. Religious liberty. is the right 
of free men. It cannot exist where 
freedom of speech, of assembly, of or 
ganization, and other liberties do not 
prevail. My desire is to point back 
ward in history in order that we may 
catch a glimpse of those martyred 
Christians, the Baptists in the land of 
the Magyars and Attila. These mea 
and women followed the dictates of 
their consciences. They found that 
true religion is much more than they 
had formerly known; that formalism, 
ritualism, is not enough to change @ 
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78 man’s life. Their inner de- 
@ sire to commune with God 
was strong, and it became 
“Haverty personal matter, as 
Beal as life itself. There 
and then was born a Bap- 
tist society, a group who 
worshiped together. They 
had found that. it. is pos- 
sible for every one to ‘live 
Christianity, remembering 
the saying of Paul} “Christ 
lweth in me,” a life with 
purpose, meaning real 
brotherhood, peace and 
freedom. These were some 
of their basic convictions. Their cru- 
sade for Christ was carried on in 
homes, villages, cities, everywhere. 
Last summer I visited Hungary. On 
my arrival at the Budapest airfield, 
my sister, relatives, friends, and Chris- 
tian brethren numbering seventy-five 
gave me an unforgettable welcome. 
Border officials of the Hungarian gov- 
emment checked my baggage with 
qurtesy and speed, and then I was 
on my way. A few hours after my ar-

FOUND RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 

I found that in present-day Hun- 
gaty equal freedom is given to all de- 
nominations, Catholic, Protestant, 
Jewish, but there is a definite, fixed 
separation of church and state. No 
one is denied the right to worship 
God, to pray, or to assemble in small 
or large groups. However, it is very 
clearly understood that no religious 
group or members of the clergy are 
allowed to hold church gatherings for 
political purposes or use their respec- 
tive offices for propaganda. 

It was my privilege to attend one 
of the largest convention gatherings 
of Baptist youth, men and women, in 
Tahi, near Budapest, which number- 
ed about 2,500. The convention, un- 
der the able leadership of Dr. Imre 
Somogyi, president of the Hungarian 
Baptist Union, lasted four days, and 
we heard inspiring messages. The con- 
vention choir numbered 200, while 
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the orchestra contained 150 instru- 
ments. 

It was a thrilling experience when 
these Christian musicians and singers

joined with the huge congregation in 
rendering “All Hail the Power of 
Jesus’ Name.” Nature’s amphitheater 
became God’s holy temple. In this 
‘majestic setting, my heart was filled 
with joy to bring the gospel message 
and greetings from my Christian 
brethren in America.

HE CATHOLIC CHURCH in 

Rome and throughout Italy has 
become somewhat alarmed at the ef- 
forts of combined Protestant groups 
toward “religious reform in Italy.” 
Last October the “First Congress For 
Religious Reform in Italy” was held 
in Rome. 


The two hundred delegates who 
came from all over Italy were not all 
Protestants. There were modernists, 
old Catholics, Christian Socialists, 
Catholic Communists, Waldensians, 
Methodists, B a p tis ts, Pentecostals, 
Fundamentalists, Swedenborgians, 
Free Masons, Spiritualists and many 
others.

ALTHOUGH ITALY IS CLAIMED to be the very home of Ro- 
man Catholicism, it has now become the country with the second 
largest Communist party in the world outside Russia, with 2,500,000 
members and 8,700,000 voters at the last election, according to the 
Rome correspondent of the Chicago Tribune of last December 5. 


Statistics of religious affiliations in Italy, according to this report, 
are given as follows: 99 per cent of a population of 46,500,000 are 
Roman Catholics; 100,000 Protestants and 60,000 Jews. 


The Vatican is not unaware of the fact that the Communists in 
Italy are determined not to turn the Italian people against the Roman 
Catholic Church’s religion. According to Giuseppe di Vittorio, Com- 
munist leader, he says, “We have many devout Catholics in our 
ranks, among workers and peasants, who go to the priest for com- 
munion and to Communism for the land.”

Q. I would like to know if it i# 
permitted for a Catholic to buy 
chances for the benefit of a Prot- 
estant church; or attend a bazaar 
or dinner given by a Protestant 
church? 


A. It is the duty of all Cath- 
olics to abstain from material as 
well as formal cooperation with 
heresy, as, for for instance, con- 

*4 |tributing money to build and 
maintain heretical churches, con- 
tributing or helping at bazaars, -. 
etc., for the safme purpose. Under 
certain circumstances and in cere 
tain localities, however, this obli- 
gation may not bind as strictly 
as in others. Though it is never 
permissible to buy chances or at- 
tend a dinner, directly and sole- 
ly for the purpose of supporting 
the Protestant church, charity to- 
wards its members on the basis 
of friendship, neighborliness, re- 
lationship, may warrant the social 
contact and cooperation men- 
tioned above, within reasonable 
limits, as long as no scandal is 
given.

— Sredensiad YEARS AGO last Feb. 11, Mussolini and Pope Pius XI 
signed the Lateran Treaty and Concordat, which established Vati- 
can City as a sovereign state, recognized Catholicism as the sole re- 


ligion in Italy and gave Mussolini the green light for all subsequent 
Fascist aggressions. 


Last Feb. 11, Pope Pius XII met with Premier de Gasperi to cele- 
brate the 20th anniversary of the signing of this Vatican pact with 
Mussolini—which still remains in force in republican Italy today. Ac- 
cording to the N. Y. Times’ report, the Pope made a speech praising 
his predecessor Pius XI as one of the signers of the Pact, but “made 
no mention of Mussolini,” the co-signer. 


To mark the occasion, the Pope conferred upon Premier de Gas- 
peri the “Vatican Grand Cross,’ which makes him and his descendants 
members of the Vatican nobility. It is the third highest Vatican award. 
Only a few have received a higher honor from a Pope, among them 
Mussolini who received the ‘Golden Spur’ from Pope Pius XI after 
the signing of the Lateran Pact. 





> PRINCE Aly Khan recently secured a di- 
vorce and married movie actress Rita Hay- 
worth, a Roman Catholic, last May 27. An 
AP dispatch of last Jan. 17 stated that 
Miss Hayworth said “she attends mass 
occasionally, seeks a priest when troubled, 
and considers herself a Roman Catholic.”
